I Gold  medal  by  Tiffany  & Co.  commemorating  part  taken  individually  by  the  several 
officials  supervising  laying  of  first  Atlantic  Cable.  August  1858,  under  Cyrus  VV.  Field. 
Obv.  American  sailor  and  Britannia  (?),  latter  nude  to  the  waist,  stretch  cable  across 
ocean  on  world  globe,  continental  outlines  and  longitude/latitude  lines  all  in.  relief, 
flanked  respectively  by  ship  with  anchor  and  sextant  and  by  globe,  retort  and  factory 
chimneys.  Above,  dove  of  peace;  in  exergue.  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce's 
device  flanked  by  American  eagle  and  sketch  of  British  arms,  linked  by  the  cable; 
TIFFANY  & CO.  below.  Rev.  American  and  British  ships  laying  cable  from  wind- 
lasses. at  point  of  meeting.  Above,  recipient's  name  engraved:  Henry  A.  Moriarty. 
Master.  R.N.  and  in  two  curved  lines:  FROM  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE.'AND 
CITIZENS  OF  NEW  YORK,  in  exergue:  COMMEMORATIVE  OF  THE  PART 
TAKEN/BY  HIM, /IN  LAYING  THE/FIRST/TELEGRAPHIC  CABLE/BETWEEN/ 
EUROPE  AND  AMERICA,  IN  AUGUST,  A.D.  1858.' 59  mm.  94.35  grams.  Brilliant 
Proof,  couple  of  hardly  noticeable  edge  test  marks.  First  we  have  seen;  necessarily 
extremely  rare,  as  presentation  in  gold  would  have  been  limited  to  Cyrus  Field  himself, 
the  two  ships'  masters,  the  British  chief  engineer,  and  possibly  one  or  two  political 
prime  movers  of  the  project.  In  violet  morocco  presentation  case,  hinged  so  that  both 
sides  of  medal  are  visible,  and  lined  with  royal  blue  velvet.
